This contract is for the supply of approximately 17,000 tons of flexible road base to be used by Austin Energy, the
Parks and Recreation Department, and Public Works’ Street & Bridge division on an as-needed basis. Flexible base is
crushed limestone that is used to create a stable surface area for various projects such as construction or maintenance
of electrical substation facilities and electrical equipment, street cut repairs, and right-of-way improvements.

The contract includes pricing for delivered material to two City of Austin delivery zones, as well as for pickup by the
City, depending upon the City’s need for specific projects.
